STORY OF WHITE CHAMOIX 


AND THE LATE ARCHDUKE IS 


TRUE TO THE SUPERSTITION 


Vienna, March 1.—To the Vienna 


;taxidermiBt 'who treats specimens in- 
tended for the Royal Museum has 
Just been detlrered the hide ' and 
frajne of a white chamobc, killed on 
Aug. 28, 1913. by the Archduke Fran- 
cis Ferdinand, while in the company 
of bis wife, the Duchess of Hohen- 
berg. -The fact recalls the supersti- 
tion of the people of the Austrian Al- 
pine countries that the hunter who 
kills a White chamolx dies within a 
year. 


On. the day mentioned the arch- 
ducal couple was' at Castle Bluehu- 
bech in the Salzburg Alps. The sur- 
roundings of the castle are of rare 
Alpine beauty, and at one time their 
forests and rock fastnesses were the 
habitat 
of great numbers of game, 
among them the chamoix, but these 
had become a rarity. Great was the 
surprise, therefore, when a. forester 
of the estate announced that lie had 
seen e. white chamois on a rock near 
the ca.st'.e. 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand 
ex- 
pressed his desire to hunt the animal. 
The duchess insisted that she accom- 
pany him. 
The forester explained 
what the superstition concerning the 
killing of a. white chamois was. 
But 


!the archduke said be wanted the rare 
animal for his collection of hunting 
trophies in Castle Konopischt. 
The hunt was soon over. A bullet 
sped by the archduke brought down 
the white chamoix. In June, 1814, 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand and bis 
wife, tUe l>uchess von Hohenberg, 
were assassinated.

M. LJitlejohn was born, in

Herkimer county, New York, in July, 
1823, end died at his home on 'Main

While quite young he moved to 
Hamilton, New York. He was edu- 
cated at De Lancy Institute, Hampton 
Springs, and in 1862 he came to .Illi- 
nois, where he remained until 1854.

False Report That Spring Shooting 


Will! IBe Allowed In Certain 


Districts. 


A misleading statement has recent- 
ly become current in newspapers of 
the Mississippi Valley and elsewhere, 
to the effect that the Department of 
Agriculture 
has 
suspended the en- 
forcement of the federal regulations 
under the migratory bird law and by 
this means has 
enabled 
sportsmen 
under state laws, to shoot wild fowl 
the coming spring. 


Under the federal regulations as 
they now stand, the season on all mi- 
gratory wild fowl is closed until next 
autumn throughout the United States 
Federal inspectors and wardens are 
required, and others interested in the 
protection of wild fowl are requested 
to report to the Department of Agri- 
culture all cases of violations of the 
regulations, in order that proper ac- 
tion may be taken. 


The Department of Agriculture has 
now power to suspend the law or to 
pardon violations of the the regula- 
tions. 
Doubtless the erroneous im- 
pression, on 'which 
the 
newspaper 
statements are based, has grown out 
of the pendency of litigation involv- 
ing the constitutionality of the act 
of congress approved March 4, 1913 
under which the regulations were pro- 
mulgated. 
The lower federal courts 
disagreed 
as 
to the validity of ths 
statute and the issue was carried to 
the supreme court of 
the 
United 
States. Th-e case was argued in the 
supreme court in October, 1915, but 
has not been decided. Following the 
lower court decisions, congress ap- 
propriated money for the purpose of 
continuing the' enforcement of the law 
The Department 
of 
Agriculture is 


bound to report to the department of 
justice violations of the regulation^ if 
the supreme court should declare the 
law constitutional. All persons should, 
therefore, be warned of the danger 
they incur from failure to abide bv 
the regulations.
